WASHINGTON, May 27 (AFP). — 
The American Iron and Steel Ins- 
titute (Aisi) today proposed that 
a governmental conference of 
steel producing countries should 
be called to regulate the industry. 

Heath Larry, chairman of the 
institute’s International Trade 
Committee, said that the confe- 
rence should meet immediately 
without waiting for the end of the 
trade negotiations going on in Ge- 
neva. He suggested that the talks 
should be open to both develop- 
ing and industrial countries. 

Mr. Larry considered that the 
conference should have three 
aims: to analyse the problems 
which looked Eke affecting the In- 
ternational steel industry in the 
next few years, to set up a con- 
sultative agency, within the Ge- 
neral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) or elsewhere, to ke- 
ep a watch on trade, and to set 
long-term objectives with a view- 
to liberalizing the steel industry.

Seminars and other meetings on 
energy conservation abound. An 
important conference, entitled 
“Energy— Brake or Break” , orga- 
nised by the Institute of Fuel and 
seven other professional insti- 
tutions involved in energy usage, 
will take place in London early in 
1976. 

Many individual companies ha- 
ve carried out their own energy 
saving schemes, Marks and Spen- 
cer, the well known chain store, 
cut its energy consumption by 
15 per cent in 1974 at a saving 
of £ 500,000 and many other firms 
report similar success. 

The government would like, to 
see a much wider extension of 
programmes of this kind and has 
suggested that companies should 
appoint “energy manages” with 
direct responsibility for energy 
conservation within the organisa- 
tion. 

To judge by the statistics the 
drive for energy conservation is 
working. A comparison of total 
energy consumption in Britain du- 
ring the first half of 1975 with 
the corresponding period of 1973 
(th^ first half of 1974 does not 
give & fair comparison because of 
industrial troubles) shows that 


consumption was down by over 
6 per cent. 

Not all this saving results from 
energy conservation. Some has 
been caused by the generally low- 
er level of economic activity. 

Yet aB the evidence points to 
the fact that the British are learn- 
ing the need to conserve energy 
the hard way. 

On the lighter side, the Dean of 
Lincoln Cathedral is convinced 
that there have been higher influ- 
ences at work in his energy situ- 
ation. The cost of heating the an- 
cient building was such that the 
heat has had to be cut down. As 
a result the vergers (who keep a 
general eye on things) were fre- 
ezing. 

Out of the blue came the gift 
of an ordinary, small garden gre- 
enhouse which now stands in the 
centre aisle. The vergers can sp- 
end much of their time warmly 
inside — and see everything. 

No, says the Dean; he did NOT 
ask for the greenhouse. 

Everyone hopes the lesson hhs‘ 
been well learnt, be the words of 
the government’s publicity campa- 
ign: “Energy Sense is Common 
Sense — Save It!” (LPS).

This 
alone seems to add up to initial 
vindication of President Ford’s 
choice. 

“He (President Ford) intimated 
that he thought the personality 
was the kind of personality he 
wanted up here at the moment,” 
comments Mr. Scranton on his 
appointment, with a faint smile.

Ford, and with his four children 
grown up, and because “1 do have 
a certain amount of patriotism,” 
he and his wife Mary have moved 
into the Waldorf Astoria’s am- 
bassadorial suite. 

Today he lacks a strong poli- 
tical base. But having no political 
ambitions enables him to speak 
his mind. He talks about trying to 
do everything possible “no matter 
what it does to my neck” to br- 
ing peace to the Middle East. He 
calls this a “stomach and heart 
feeling” of his for many years. 

As far back as 1968, Mr. Scran- 
ton followed up a Middle East 
fact-finding trip for President 
Nixon with a controversial call for 
a more “evenhanded” U.S. policy. 

He points out much has chang- 
ed since then, and he emphasises 
that “there isn’t anybody in the 
United States of America who 
cares more about the existence of 
Israel and its economic and mili- 
tary security than I do.” 

Yet that desire for “evenhande- 
dness” appeared to crop up again 
in his maiden speech to the Secu- 
rity Council on March 23. In it he 
praised the Israelis’ handling of 
the holy places in Jerusalem, but 
strongly criticised their new settle- 
ments in occupied Arab territory 
as an obstacle to peace talks. 

True, it was a State Department 
'text (Some Israelis muttered dar- 
kly that Mr. Moyniban would ne- 
ver have gone along with it.) But 
the new ambassador had amend- 
ed it to his liking and subsequen- 
tly expanded on his views : 

“I feel strongly that it’s impor- 
tant that the Israelis recognise 
that every time they push forward 
with more settlements in more 
directions outside of their former 
perimeters, that it makes it diffi- 
cult, very difficult, to allay the 
suspicions of the Arabs as to the- 
ir expansionist moves. And that 
makes it very much harder to ac- 
chieve a peace. 

“I have never thought,” he ad- 
ds, “that we could get a peace 
and military and economic secu- 
rity for Israel by making enemies 
of everybody on the Arab ride. 
That’s an absurdity.”

In a similar vein the ambassa- 
dor is understanding of the "Th- 
ird World.” He reminds listeners 
of how “wobbly” and how unsure 
of itself was the United States in 
its earliest years and forecasts 
that some fine countries will eme- 
rge from the uncertainties of to- 
day’s developing world. 

Meanwhile, he is extremely an- 
xious to get across to Africans, 
Asians, Latin Americans and oth- 
ers here that Americans have mu- 
ch in common with them — espe- 
cially the desire for freedom and 
economic growth. 

His second Security Council 
speech, in which he attacked So- 
viet-Cuban intervention in Ango- 
la as well as white minority rule, 
was “intended to tell the black 
Africans in no uncertain terms 
how strongly we feel about majo- 
rity rule and their liberty." 

But “I believe in ‘giving ’em 
hell* when they’re wrong,” he 
says in a sharp reminder of Mr. 
Moynihan’s phrase and tactics. 
If other countries make false ac- 
cusations against the United Sta- 
tes, he promises he’ll hit back” as 
much or more than Pat (Moynl- 
han)i 

“When they berate us about 
human rights they'll hear it back, 
I assure jgni,” he says. “But it 
doesn’t mean that we can’t learn 
to live with them and work with 
them because we disagree on so- 
me things.” 

Living and working with dele- 
gates from all around the world 
includes, for him, respecting them. 
When possible, he listens to the- 
ir speeches — a pleasant change 
says one Third World ambassa- 
dor, from Mr. Moynihan’s “hit and 
run" tactics. 

All this, says Mr. Scranton fir- 
mly, does not add up to any cha-

nge at all in basic U.S. policies. 
Most other delegates seem ta ac- 
cept this. They welcome the cha- 
nge in tone hut so far r.oi dis- 
cern any shift in subsrarsce. 

On the Middle East, for instan- 
ce. one influential Third World 
ambassador commented that U.S. 
policies haven’t changed “but (Mr. 
Scranton’s) attitude is very diffe- 
rent. end we understand the Un- 
ited States’ position better.” 

Perhaps th“> only exception to 
this view are the naturally hyper- 
sensitive Israelis who miss the 
“rough humanism” of Mr. Moyni- 
han and fear the Scranton appo- 
intment marks yet anther ounce 
of American pressure or. Israel. 

So overall, this diligent, precise, 
punctual (often at his desk before 
his stall) yet . sof: spoken man 
with the gently sel f -deprecatory 
sense of humour has caused a st- 
ir of initial approval. No tub-thum- 
ping politician, his friends say he 
has the most unpoliticaily modest 
of egos. 

But those who know him well 
say that his quiet intelligence, 
penetration and claim hide a gre- 
at deal of force and “contained 
fire” underneath.
